5Y BALLOON TO THE POLE. 


Herr A. Andre Sails From Norway—Suc- 
cess Anticipated. 


Herr A. Andre, of Stockholm, who pro- 
poses to make an attempt to reach th 
north Pole by baloon. hae sailed from 
Tromso, Norway for Spitzbergen, where 
Itis pro- 
poeed to make thestart from the Nors- 


| Roarhe lelands, near the northern coast 
_ of Spitzbergen, when the wind is blowing 


from theeonth. The balloon is equipped 


_with dreg lines, so that it will not move 


higher than about twenty-Sve metres 
abovetheearth. Herr Andre believes 
that he can sail around in the Arctic re- 
gions during a whole month, make ob- 
servations, take photographs. He then 
proposes to try to reach Alaeka. He et- 
timates that even with s moderate wind 
he should reach the north pole in three 
or four daye from Spitzdergen. 

_ Toe balloon bas been under constrac- 
tion for manv months in Gottenbdarg, 
every part being thoroughly tested be 
fore going into the structure. The bal- 
loon houae, in which the balloon is to be 
filled, was aleo built at Gottenberg, and 
ig carried to Spitzergen im. parte, there 
tobe set up. (Quantities of ealphuric 
acid and malleable iron ehavinge are 
carried for the production of hydrogen, 
with which the bailoon will be filled at 
Spitzbergen, The start from there will 
be made early in July according to the 
plane of Herr Andre and two companion: 
making up the party for this perilous trip, 
Herr Andre presented his preject to the 
International Geograpnical congress at 
London last year, where it was court-

THE WATER SUPPLY OF HAVANA IN 
DANGER. f 


The Insurgents are Said to vs Mazisg 
Preparations for a More Aggressive 
Campaign and Aim at Makfng the C.ty 
of Havana Uninhabitable. — 


The city of Havana was startled and 
a armed at ‘o'clock the other night by 
the noise of two successive explosions, 
which -hoos the ground for a long dis- 
tance, and were heard for several miles. 
C pnaternation prevailed for a time, and 
it was feared that this wa the prelude to 
an attack, or to aseries Of similar exple- 
sions. Excited throngs rushed to the 
streets, while an agmed party’ proceeded 
in the direction from which the detona- 
tions had been heard. It was socn found 
that tbe stone bridges of Christina and 
Concha, and the aqaeduct of Fernandino 
S2ptimo were the pointe ‘that bad saff- 
ered fromthe dynamite. The bridges 
were partially destroyed and the pipes 
cn the acqueduct, upon which the city 
is dependent for its water supply, were 
much damaged. It cannot yet de stated 
how extensive ie the damage done or how 
long it will require to remedy it. The 
windows in many houses sin the city 
were shattered by the reverberation o! 
the explosione and eome market build- 
inge were aleo badly damaged. There is! 
no doubt felt but the dynamite which 
caused the wreck was placed by agente 
of the insurgents. It has been their de- 
termination, announced eome time since, 
to cut of the water supply of Havana and 
to serve to make the city as nearly unin- 
nabitable ae possible, 

The greatest apprehension is felt on 
account of the secrecy snd effectivenees 
with which the insurgente have beer 
able to carry out the outrage. The night 
was epent in fear and dread ofimmedis:e 
danger. These fears were largely dic- 
pereed by the return of daylight. But 
much anxiety is felt as to the future. It 
iz believed that the insurgents are bent 
on investing Havana by cutting o7 as 
mich ag possible, though mot actus!l 
heeeiging it. All fruite and vegetables and 
fresh weate are unprecedentiy nigh 
priced and difficult to obtain, and milk is 
of the poorest, such as ie brought in being 
much adulterated before it is doled oat. 
(rere ig much fever and emall-pox rc- 
ken out, and Inthe unwholesome cond)- 
tion of acfairs threatens to become eji- 
demic. Many are sufiering from measies 
and there is much intestinal tronvies 
among the inhabitants owing to poor and 
insuthcient fods. The 


fai.ure of tne 
water su; ply underthese conditions isa 
cire calamity. Itis the announcea 1n- 
tention of the authorities ty continue th 
campaign against the insurgents, in epite 
of the unhealthy rainy weetber having 
set in, and additional troops are in the 
Seldin Pinar de! Rio, with the purpose of 
runuing down and surrounding Antonto 
Macces. It is evident, however, tha: the 
insurgents themeelves are preparing to 
enter upon @ more aggreesive plan of 
action, and the gathering of insurgent 
forces in Puerto Principe and Santa Ciara 
ig believed to be a prelude to another 
raid weetwacd in force by Maximo Go- 
iez. The presence of this combined in- 
surgent force in the neighborhood, and 
even in the outekirte of Havana, in the 
next month, is a provision that must 
probabiy be counted on. 


i5 NOW DISHONORED. 


The Deteated Italian General ie Tried by 
Court Martial. 


The indictment brought against (ien- 
eral Baratieri, commander of the Italian 
forces defeated by the Abyssinians. 
charged bim with having inexcusably 
ordered an attack apon the enemy’e force 
in circumstancee which, ae the result 
proved, rendered inevitable the defeat of 
nis troope, and with having lefi the chief 
command from 12.30 on Magch | until 
o’clock March 3, thue producing a dead- 
lock, and with having failed to give any 
instructione or ordere, or to take any 
measures With the view of mitigating the 
copeequences of the Italian defeat. 
Under the last two counte of this indict 
ment Genera! Baratier: wae liable under 
the military penal code, to the death 
penalty or the maximum pericd of im- 
prisoument. The advocate - general, 
nowever, did not ask for the infliction of 
the extreme penalty, as there were ex- 
tenuating circumstances arged in whe 
mistake committed py Col. Albertone in 
prematurely delivering a general attack 
and in the isolated action of the IJ?abor- 
tuide brigade.
